Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 112 (Second Paragraph) 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

A. In line 2, the phrase "in each case at their rectangular faces" is unclear as to 
what applicants intended. 
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B. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the rectangular faces" in line 4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

10. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bozon 
et al.. "hereinafter Bozon", (US Pat. 4,363,753). 

Bozon discloses a mechanically stable screen cloth construction made of metal 
comprising at least one layer of corrugated or foled screen cloth and at least one planar 
closed or perforated cover layer, and a U-shaped border element fitted to the profile 
edge of and positioned over said corrugated or folded layer on two of its opposite edges 
which edges are perpendicular in relation to the axis of corrugation or folding, said 
screen cloth layer and said cover layer being arranged in alternative layers (see col. 4, 
claim 1 ). The layers are stacked into a package or are wound up into a cylindrical, or 
oval, rectangular or multi-cornered spiral (see col. 4, claim 3). The layers of screen 
cloth are arranged one on top of the other and held together by a single border element 
at their edges (see col. 2, In 25-28). 

No patentable distinction seen between the claimed catalyst packing and that 
disclosed by Bozon. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

11 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bozon et 
a!., "hereinafter Bozon", (US Pat. 4.363,753). 

Bozon discloses a catalyst packing as described above, except for not disclosing 
a process of preparing the catalyst packing require the step of cutting the segments of 
the package and assembling them to give one or more courses. 

It would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have incorporated this step into the process of Bozon 
and have done the same in order to obtain a multiple segments catalyst packing for 
used to fill the cross section of the reactor completely as desired, because "cutting into 
multiple segments" is conventional and only involves routine experimentation of one 
having the level of ordinary skill in the art to do so. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 4-10 & 12-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

15. Claims 1-17 are originally pending. Claims 1-3 are rejected. Claims 4-10 & 12-

No claims are allowed.
